On the same date 
the H. B. steamer returned to Victoria, 
B.C., after spending the summer distri- 
buting supplies to the posts of that com- 
pany scattered about the Arctic arche- 
pelago, during which cruise it penetrated 
within 650 miles of the Atlantic entrance 
to the northern sca. Reports such as 
these strengthen the belief that Canadians 
have been altogether too ready to accept 
the assumption that the waters along our 


Arctic coast are not commercially navi- 
gable. This belief is further confirmed by 


what has been published of the observa- 
tions made by the airmen who spent the 
last year studying ice and weather condi- 
tions in Hudson Strait. 

It is probable that advocates of the 
Hudson Bay route have exaggerated its 
real advantages as a grain route to 
Europe. But the probability is just 4s 
strong that opponents of the route have 
erred quite as far in the other direction. 
When the Strait and the Bay ports have 
been provided with the lighthouses, buoys 
and wireless stations which are recognized 
to be necessary aids to navigation in any 
latitude, and when conditions there have 
been subjected to the detailed study that 
is given a5 a matter of course to any chan- 
nel of navigation, there is a fair prospect 
that vessels will ply into and out of the 
Bay during the summer as safely and as 
successfully as they do into and out of the 
St. Lawrence river

court and it is understood that he ts 
still wanted here for sentence which 
was deferred for several times to al- 
low him to make restitution 

Every cent of the $26,000 was paid 
back to the local teachers and city 
police did not hear of Neville again 
until informed by Toronto police that 
he had obtained a large sum there 
also by the operation of a bucket shop 

In January 1927 the Thomas J.j 
Tunney detective agency of New York | 
City learned tha* Neville had obtained 
from between $500,000 to $750,000 
through ti: operation of a false fin- | 
ancial bus there, Most of this 
sum was abtained from women 

Although a strict watch was kept on 
him inc inating evidence could not 
be obtained against him and Neville 
learning that he was being watched, | 
fled to England where he carried on 
the same operations. There he man- 
aged to attain social footing and 
through his female secretary was given 
access to many homes. He ran a fin- 
ancial house and obtained a sum esti- 
mated as high as {2,000,000 by the 
Daily Mail. After he fiec his secre-} 
tary came to Canada looking for him 
in an attempt to force restitution 

Neville then went back to Chicago 
where his operations finally resulted 
in his sentence to the Joliet peniten-

But‘on oorasion when we led bim alone to 
the wagon pole and tied his tugs to the ringle 
|tree and the sinsletree to the :tay-bolt, then 
strapped his neckyoke solfd to his hames, and 
wrapped the long line—which led from his bit— 
around the hilt of the high brake-staff, those 
were the happy times for Charlie. 

If it took four men and two trained rope 
horses to Jead a plunging fighter across the barn 
lot—a horse that would bite and kick and 
}struggle against every move we made—Chariie 
would deliberately brace himself for the attack 
and wait for the chance that be knew must come. 

And what a reception the wild one would ce* 
when the lines were shaken Joose, the brake-rod 
freed and the high-hoxed wagon rattled forward.

Years after the ex- 
citing days of corral and wagon trai) the fafth- 
ful old horse would come to the little blacksmfth 
shop—at the end of the stableyard—and etand 
patiently beneath the breiling sun. Should any 
of us be passing near he would cal! in his friend 
ly way, then stand with one foot uplifted, askinc 
plainly as any horse could ask for us to put 
shoes on his tender feet. Of course we alway~ 
did it (in make believe), for it made us glad to 
please him. 

In the years that he lived for our service 
Charlie led the way for mofe than a thousand of 
bis kind. His final days were spent amid the 
peaceful quiet of the home ranch meadows, 
where little colts dashed playfully before his 
feebled sight.

One of the tightest scrapes he was ever in 
came on a day when five or six of us set out on 
a wild horse chase.
